Frankly, we would have wondered what was the 
matter had we not had So many nice letters of con- 
gratulation. However, we know that this last 
issue did not represent the ultimate of Herd Bull 
Editions, for there were So many herds that should 
have been represented, but who were not. Somehow 
we are at fault when our friends fail to be repre- 
sented. What can be the reason? 


We carry on some form of publicity preceding 
such issues, inviting all breeders to join us in 
presenting one of the special issues. But, in some 
cases our sale's talk fell on deaf ears, yet we 
still feel that there were a few herds that should 
have been represented in such a reference 
edition. 


I realize we can't please all of the folks all 
of the time, yet it is our intent to do all we can 
for the good of our breed. Our staff is still small 
in comparison to the hundreds of herds across the 
country that should, and could, be carrying a dis- 
play about their breeding herd, their herd sires 
and the surplus cattle they have to offer from 
time to time. 


This issue you are now holding contains all 


but four of the papers presented at the first 


American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders' Conference 
held at Stillwater, Oklahoma. Those four missing 
papers were in our hands in time to appear in the 
Herd Bull Edition last month, so if you will turn 
back to that issue you will find the complete re- 
port of this big event. However, the Association 
has plans to reprint these speeches in full ina 
Special section, along with the paper that was 
handed out to those attending the Conference in 
regards to the Max Fulscher story on dwarfism. 


We are proud of the position we hold today in 
the Aberdeen-Angus field and trying to maintain 
this position means providing service that other 
publications find impractical to perform--and 
usually is performed only upon proper remunera- 
tion. 


Until a few months ago the facts of DWARFISM 
were whispered behind closed doors, so far as our 
breed was concerned. Only a few breeders had 
courage to admit they had such a problem within 
their herds, so the JOURNAL started the story on 
Genetics, bringing the facts out into the open 
so that our breeders could learn that such ab- 
normal births can be controlled--and also to in- 
form them that dwarfism is not the only bad fea- 
tures to control for their are some other things 
as important, or more so, in the production of 
better cattle. 


I feel that we can take pride in the rank and 
file of breeders of Aberdeen-Angus for they are, 
as a whole, the best cattlemen we know. Most of 
them, with only a few exceptions, have proved 
that their word is as good as their bond. 


What are the tenets for good business prac- 
tices? The ethics committee was represented at 
the Conference, however the ideals of many other 
groups could apply to the production of livestock 
just as well as to the businessman on the street. 
For instance the Four Way Test of the Rotary Club, 
as follows: (1) Is it the TRUTH? (2) Is it FAIR to 
all concerned? (3) Will it build GOOD WILL and 
BETTER FRIENDSHIPS? (4) Will it be BENEFICIAL to 
all concerned? To apply such tenets to our every 
day life can make this a much better world in which 
to live. 


I have stated that we will do almost anything 
to assist our customers in the promotion of their 
herds.

On the 
other hand it could be possible that a breed 
er who has successful sales and is a success 
ful feeder, could be temporarily considered 
a successful breeder, but time might prove 
that he tore down the genetic goodness of 
the breed rather than built it up. I believe 
those of you who are familiar with breed 
ing cattle can see that this condition can be 


possible. Therefore, shall we consider for

| handle feeder cattle six days out of the 
week; talking with successful ranchers and 
top cattle feeders and from that experience 
I come here to ask you this question. Can 
you breed, not feed, 10% more size into 


your Angus cattle? Can you breed this in 
crease in size, in width over the back and 
loin and down through the rounds plus more 
substance of bone with a slight increase in 
general body frame?

cattle coarse, leggy or slow to mature. It 
can be done. It must be done if we are to 


meet the responsibility which is ours, It is 


doubtful in my mind, unless we work toward 
such goals, if we can continue to have a 
prosperous purebred business This type 
should increase the weight of the calf at 
weaning time for the man who is produc 
ing the feeders. Such a calf should be 
worth 50¢ to $1.00 more per 100 pounds and 
definitely would be a better gainer and a 
safer investment to the Cornbelt feeder. The 
calf would be more rugged, should gain fast 
er and the finished product should be worth 
more to the packer and definitely would be 
more successful , 


n holding our line of com 
petition in the market places with the 
American housewife. There is only one 
economical way to bring about this change 
and that is to place emphasis upon the pro 
duction of beefier, thicker, meatier and bet 
ter-doing bulls. 

I think it is no more than fair to say that 
I have spent many hours in the study of 
Angus pedigrees. Our friend, Dean Kildee, 
will bear this out. A cow in the era of 
Hugh Watson or William MeCombie could 
exert an influence on the Angus breed as a 
whole. However, no individual cow ean 
exert any degree of influence today on the 
Angus breed from a genetic standpoint. 
President Willham, of this great school, who 
is a splendid student of animal breeding and 
Statistics would substantiate this. I see out 
there some who are thinking, “I know of a 
great cow who is having an influence on the 
Angus breed. She has produced this great 
breeding bull or that great show bull.” That 
is right. But no female can live or exert 
much influence on a breed that is as large 
aus the Aberdeen-Angus breed unless she can 
live through her son or sons. The influence 
of daughters is small. When the production 
records of 5,000 Aberdeen-Angus cows were 
tested it was found that they produced, on 
an average, less than five living calves in a 
lifetime whereas a bull might sire 25 to 100 
calves ina year, Therefore, the production 
of bulls is one of our major responsibilities 
if we are going to improve the commercial 
Angus cattle business. If you are breeding 
and selling bulls that would not make prime 
steers if they had been castrated, and make 
a gain of at least three pounds a day in the 
feed yards and sell at the top of the market, 
then we are not measuring up to our re- 
sponsibility. On the other hand, may I say 
a word here in defense of the bull producer?

Fair Play in the Angus Business

When we talk about ethics we are talking about 


buyers as well as sellers, and all of us occupy both 


roles. 


When I became a member of the Board of 
Directors, our President, Mr. Tex Spitzer, 
appointed me Chairman of the Committee 
on Ethies.

It is always a distinct pleasure for me to 
participate in a cattlemen’s meeting. I feel 
especially honored to have been invited to 
appear on the program of this conference, 
for I feel that it is an historic occasion—one 
from which will stem better understanding 
of common problems and means of solving 
them

tee felt that a catchy subject with a real 
punch in it would attract attention and 
stimulate the speaker to perform according 
ly In any event, | shall not ask the pro 
gram committee to accept responsibility for 
my remark I like the subject—I] think it 
Offers a lot of possibiliti« If 1 fail to ex 
ploit the possibilities to the satisfaction of 
iny breeder present, | hope that he will feel 
free to take up where | leave off, correct 
my mistakes, and add his own words of wis 
dom For after all, the challenge that I 
shall try to make and the one the program 
committee had in mind, | am sure is to 


each breeder as an individual 


At the outset, then may | suggest that 
euch one of you has a personal re sponsibility 
for the progress and accomplishments of 
your chosen breed, You cannot delegate this 
responsibility to someone else The extent 
to which you meet your own responsibility 
will be reflected in your personal success as 
a breeder. Your breed's success represents 
the cumulative successes of all breeders. 
Furthermore, there is no gainsaying that 


the over-all success of your breed serves as 


au ceiling, so to speak, for your own accom 
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plishments. It is manifestly to your advan 
tage to do all you can to encourage and help 
other breeders to meet their individual re- 
sponsibilities. Personal success in the pure 
bred cattle business is never at the expense 
of someone else. Rather, it comes only be 
cause someone else has been or will be suc 
cessful. It is a sort of chain reaction, slow, 
to be sure, but inevitable when basic re 
quirements have been met. 

That, in brief is the philosophic approach 
I would make to the subject I have been 
asked to discuss. jut I propose to develop 
what | shall say in more specific terms and 
with primary emphasis on practical con 
siderations 

What is the challenge to you, Mr. Breed 
er? How can you best meet your chal 
lenge? What rewards should you expect, 
Mr. Breeder, from meeting that challenge? 
Those are the questions to be answered 
Past generations of breeders have sought 
the answers just as we here today seek 
them and as those who follow us must, if 
they are to go forward. There, in substance, 
is the outline of my talk, I don’t have all 
the answers, nor do | wish to give the im 
pression of speaking with an air of finality. 
In fact, | feel very humble about my part 
on this program. All that I can hope to do 
is to try to arouse your interest by posing a 
few questions and suggesting some tenta 
tive answers, After all it is your challenge, 
Mr. Breeder! 

What is the challenge? Well, in my opin 
ion it is to make available to commercial 


beef herds bulls which will consistently sire 


more profitable calves of uniformly higher 
quality and of greater efficiency in convert- 
ing grass, forage crops, and feed grains into 
beef. 

I should like to emphasize strongly that 
the challenge is not to produce a better ani- 
mal than has ever been produced before. 
Rather, it is a question of producing a lot 
of good ones, consistently and with assur- 
ance that there will be few, if any, mediocre 
or inferior individuals. That is the basis of 
profitable commercial beef production; and 
it is a real challenge to a breeder of pure- 
bred beef cattle to supply bulls which will 
consistently sire the profit-making kind 
without any dogie, tail-enders to discredit 
his breeding program. 

At this point, it would seem apropos to 
ask: What is the profit-making kind or type 
of beef animal? How far can we go in 
breeding blockier and still blockier cattle? 
Since it is generally agreed that the approv- 
ed beef type is low set and compact, why 
not strive for the ultimate in short legs and 
blocky bodies? We know what good type 
is, why not get more and more of it and 
finally produce perfect blocks of beef ? 

There is plenty of evidence that striving 
for the “ideal package” to the exclusion of 
everything else results in cattle that are too 
small, too fine-boned, and too close to the 
ground. In other words, they are an im- 
practical and unprofitable kind from the 
standpoint of commercial cattlemen. 

As breeders of purebred beef cattle, you 
are aware of the controversies about type 
that arise because of apparent conflicts in 
the requirements and objectives of various 
groups. Included among these groups are 
consumers, packers, feeders, grazers, com- 
mercial cowherd owners, and purebred 
breeders. 

What do consumers want? Judging by 
What a packer-buyer looks for when he 
rides into a pen of fat steers, great width 
along the top and exceptional fullness of 
quarters are especially important from the 
consumers’ standpoint. 

Everybody, it seems, likes steaks and 
roasts, That’s why width over the top and 
fullness in the quarters are important 
these regions provide the cuts most in de- 
mand, hence are the highest priced. Con- 
sumers who are quality conscious also pay 
attention to such grade factors as size of 
rib eye, marbling, and texture and color of 
lean. 

On the other hand, consumers don’t want 
to pay for bone and excess fat. Likewise, 
packers discount heavy-middled, wasty 
cattle with low dressing percentages. Sup- 
pose that breeders decided to try to pro- 
duce the type of cattle that would yield 
exactly the kind of carcasses that consum- 
ers appear to prefer. What sort of a beast 
would it be? Well, it’s hard to visualize 
what it would look like. Some of you may 
recall my suggestion two or three years ago

A few years back, the fellow who didn’t 
even have a pencil made a lot of money be- 
cause ownership through the war era made 
profit. It wasn’t smart to figure. 

That brings me down to the standpoint of 
purchasing feeder cattle. True, the breed- 
ers probably have been doing the best they 
can with their knowledge and facilities to 
produce the kind of steer we want, but the 
cattle feeder is just about like a man who 
gets married. When you say “I do” you are 
hooked. And when you say “I’ll take them,” 
you are hooked. So the answer to your 
profit is, if you buy them too high, you 
might not break even. 

Now we are down to the type of cattle 
it takes to fit our feed yard. Now I think 
everyone first must take inventory of him 
elf He must see what he has available. 
What is on his farm in the way of cheap 
feed, And there are always two things, I 
was taught years ago, that a cattle feeder 
has to do. He always has to get his feed 
and money and then he can always get the 
cattle. After you have made your inven 
tory, and made up your mind what feed you 
expect to utilize, then follow through by 
putting the kind of cattle in your pens 
vhich will most economically consume what 
you have If you are fortunate enough to 
know what time of the year is best to mat 
ket the cattle you've selected, then point to 
that direction. I think you must have the 
type of cattle that will fit your situation 


Now getting down to the registered 
breede: When it comes to type, you must 
have a good bull to produce the right kind 
of cattle for the feed yard. And you have 
to work through your bulls more than 
through your females, so that the cattle we 
have in our yards will most economically 
consume the cheape things we have to 
offer and make the maximum amount of 
beef.

What We Know 
and Need to Learn 
about DWARFISM!

it. Many believe that the dwarf gene pro 
duces some effect upon those animals which 
carry it which causes breeders to prefer the 
earriers over the normal calves 
free of this gene, That would, of course, ex 
plain why there has been an increase in the 


incidence of dwarf calves during recent 


years. If this is true, no one has yet been able 


to demonstrate convincingly what this effeet 
might be, Research now underway at se 
eral inetitutions is planned to yield in 
formation on this point. Detailed studies of 


the anatomical and physiological character 
istics of dwarf calves have provided clue 
for the possible identification of the carrier 
animals and some of these clues are now be 


ing evaluated by progeny tests. Until some

procedure is available for accurately dis- 
tinguishing between carriers and _ non- 
carriers of this dwarf gene, breeders will 
have to rely upon information which they 
may gain from progeny tests and pedigree 
appraisals, Neither of these will likely free 
the breed of the dwarf gene, but they may 
help to make the occurrence of dwarf calves 
much less frequent. 

In view of the relatively low losses being 
sustained by the breed as a result of dwarf 
calves, and in view of the much greater op- 
portunity for improvement of the breed for 
many other economically important traits, 
it would seem that no more emphasis should 
be given this defect at the present time than 
its effect on calf crop percentage justifies. 
That will vary from herd to herd. Too much 
selection against this abnormality, either 
from progeny test information or by pedi- 
gree estimates, may result in the elimina- 
tion of many of our superior beef animals 
without the elimination of the gene fo1 
dwarfism, An informed group of breeders, 
who recognize this defect for what it is and 
who determine to bring it under control 
without sacrificing the good qualities of 
their breed, will be able to control it in the 
same way that they have controlled horns, 
scurs and red color. When and if research 
workers or breeders discover procedures by 
which the carrier animals may be accurately 
differentiated from non-carriers, breeders 
will then be in a position to eliminate the 
gene from the breed if they care to do so. 


More Calves—More Profits from Healthy Breeding Herds 


by Dr. L. M. Cropsey, Cassopolis, Michigan. 


Studies that have been made, have shown the dominant influence 
on the cost and profits is the percentage of the calf crop. 


A calf a year for each breeding cow in a 
herd is called 100 per cent efficiency in pro 
duction, On many farms the calves born 
each year constitute the only source of in 
come and are actually the “crop” for the 
year, The only figures available indicate 
that during an average year most parts of 
North America produce only a 70 to 75 per 
cent crop, A 25 to 30 per cent loss in calves 
is of great concern to purebred breeders, 
commercial producers on the range, farm, 
and in feedlots, if they are to meet their 
responsibilities for further improvement in 
efficient and economic production of beef 
\ high percentage calf crop under practical 
conditions coupled with meeting the actual 
market requirements reveal the real testing 
ground for making profit in the beef ente: 
prise 

Studies that have been made, have shown 
the dominant influence on the cost and prof 
its is the percentage of the calf crop. Beef 
enterprise efficiency studies show that a 70 
per cent calf crop Was necessary to prevent 
financial loss on beef cattle breeding ranch- 


es, Net income will rise rapidly with in 


creased breeding efficiency above this crit 
ical level. With wasting 30 per cent of the 
efficiency most breeders cannot afford to 
breed cattle. 

What are the factors responsible for this 
wastefulness in a cattle operation? Actual 
ly, there is a great deal more known about 
breeding efficiency and sterility than is put 
into practical use by the average beefman. 
In other words, many breeders are looking 
for a complex answer and a panacea or cure 
all recommendation instead of following a 
few sound practical procedures, This state- 
ment does not imply that no additional re 
search is needed on various phases of steril 
ity and fertility. However, additional re- 
search finding on fertility will be of little 
use if fundamental principles are disregard 
ed. Time will not permit to discuss in detail 
all conditions that are usually responsible 
for loss of calving effieiency, but it is im- 
portant that you should have a clear under- 
standing of the basic principles, When you 


understand these principles, coupled with 


your practical knowledge of animal hus- 


bandry, you should be able to recognize 
weakness in your breeding program. 


It will not be necessary to explain about 
the birds and the bees, but we should keep 
in mind that we are dealing with both the 
bull and the cow. You should keep in mind 
that the bull is half the herd. In fact, in 
fertility or failure on the part of the bull, 
constitutes a much more serious problem 
than inferitility in any one of the cows. It 
is of great importance that the health of the 
herd sire be given consideration and that 
his fertility is of highest character 


When selecting a bull ask the owner to 
have the bull examined for fertility and 
disease by a competent veterinarian. If it 
is a young fitted virgin bull, a physical ex- 
amination of his sheath and scrotal region 
for fatty deposits is recommended. A ter- 
rific deposit of fat under the skin in front 
testes is not conducive to high fertility as 
the testicles are usually small and em- 
bedded in fat while in the normal state they 
should be pendulos, free from fatty tissue 
and fully developed on both sides. The 
microscopic 


examination of his semen 


should show a minimum of 85 per cent 
motility and preferably 95 per cent if you 
desire excellent fertility. 


In addition to the physical inspection, a 


close examination of the dam’s record re 
garding regularity of breeding is important. 
Selection of a son of an extremely fertile 


bull and cow is possible, if the owner can 
show proof that the dam has had a normal! 
calf every year and the sire has had a good 
record of conception, then it would be safe 
to assume that there should be no heredi 
tary weakness for infertility. Since dwarf 


ism in some herds reduces the calf crop, it 


is well to question the owner concerning 
the problem and perhaps ask him for a 
guarantee on dwarfism as well as fertility. 


In purchasing a proven bull, that has 
seen service, you should be permitted to 
have all the information mentioned before 
on a virgin bull, plus an extremely thorough 
examination for infectous diseases such as 


trichomoniasis and vibriosis as well as the 


routine test for brucellosis and tuberculosis. 
A close observation of the actual breeding 
record of the cows served to the bull will 
usually indicate a clean fertile bull who 
should average less than two services per 
conception. 


Numerous repeat breeding 
dates with irregular cycles and_ possible 
early abortions would be indicative of vibrio 
fetus or trichomoniasis infection. If any 
question still prevails after securing infor 
mation, selection of six healthy virgin heif 
ers, (may be cheap commercial or dairy cat 
tle), should be mated natural to the bull to 
give conclusive proof on the status of in 
fectious disease. If all six heifers conceive 


on the first or second service and maintain 
the pregnancy you have the most accurate 
test there is for fertility and freedom of 


disease. 


A very competent veterinarian can take 
samples of vaginal mucus and test with ar 


tigen for vibriosis, and vaginal swabs or 
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washings for trichomoniasis from seven to 
22 days after breeding. The laboratory test 


for vibriosis is not one hundred per cent ac 


curate, but it does serve as an indication. 
The microscopic examination for tricho- 
moniasis of the vaginal swab or washings 
from vagina of the cow or sheath of the 
bull is definitely accurate if the organism is 
found; if the organism is not found the 
test Is inconclusive. 

It hes been rather difficult for me in the 
past to impress breeders that the time of 
purchase is the opportune time to insure 


your calf crop. Buying a used beef bull is 
actually a hazardous venture if you permit 
the seller to do all the talking without an 
swering your vital questions. If at any time 
a seller does not want to show you his rec

In this atomic age of research and con 
flicting

constantly diverting our attention from 
fundamental principles that are vital to the 


expansion of our breed activities. 


As a follower of the daily sports pages it 


is continually brought home to me _ that 
many of the young stars now performing 
most satisfactorily on the diamond, gridiron 
and basketball court are the products of

are superflous and unimportant here, the 


minor and bush league experience 


fact remains, preparation and experience 
have been the most important factors in 
their rise to glory and utility. In addition 
there are the political youth organizations, 
brownie and cub seout packs and the ap- 


prenticeships in trades and industries 


These analogies may seem rather un 
related and insignificant to the subject, I 
contend that the same process of elimina 
tion and/or development into the major 
league of the livestock industry would form 


much the same story. 
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Take for a minute if you will the success 
story of many of our major breeders of 
these times. Their start can be identified 
with the 4-H or FFA chapters in their local- 
ity. True enough the influence and guidance 
of their parents directed and developed their 
talents into their present channels, but the 
old adage of “like father, like son” will fol- 
low this pattern and the show ring results 
will bear this out. 


What tomorrow? Will there be 
Janice Hullingers, Faye Mugges, Carlisle 
Greathouses, Arthur McArthurs, Betty 
Hartters, Elliott Browns, Roy Meiers, Sam 
Fullertons, John Tolans and others too nu- 
merous to mention? My confidence in the 
affirmative is in support because I think 
that the program now sponsored and urged 
by the national association is basically the 
bush and minor league of the livestock 
industry.

Years ago the men responsible for the 
administration of the Angus association felt 
that the young breeders were not receiving 
their due amount of attention. At that time 
legislation was enacted to permit them to 
register and transfer not more than three 
head of registered Blacks. Before the ex- 


pansion that has keynoted our association’s 
development in the last five or six years 
this program was quite adequate. With the 
advent of larger numbers it became quite 
apparent that the program was in need of 
an overhaul. This overhaul was accomplish- 
ed at the March, 1951 meeting of the board 
of directors. 

The new regulation stated that any per- 
son under the age of twenty-one could apply 
for membership on a junior basis by filling 
out an application and forwarding their 
remittance of five dollars, Under this mem- 
bership they are allowed to register and 
transfer as many cattle at regular member- 
ship rates as they so desire. Upon reaching 
the age of twenty-one they can return their 
junior membership with an additional pay- 
ment of fifteen dollars and a regular life- 
time membership will be issued to them. 

The proof that the program has been well 
accepted is pointed out by the fact that in 
1952, there were 375 new junior member- 
ships taken out. In 1953, there were 344 new 
juniors, and in 1954, the total was 414, In 
the first eight months of the 1955 fiscal 
year there has been over one new junior 
member for each calendar day, numbering 
290. 

The advantages of a junior membership 
are many. First of all, it teaches individual 
responsibility to a youngster when he has 
to maintain his own records and institute 
his own applications for registration and 
transfer. By the time he or she becomes a 
life member they should be well qualified 
to submit correct applications which un- 
fortunately is not the case of a good many 
of our adult members now. 

Along with the responsibility it imparts 
an integral knowledge of the farm operation 
from several phases that might not become 
familiar to them until they are on their own. 
By the past experiences they have had and 
the knowledge that they have gained, they 
do not have to “spin their wheels” getting 
accustomed to the business.

Perhaps one of the most important ad- 
vantages is the economic education they re- 
ceive in merchandising their produce. Laugh 
at this if you will but have you ever tried 
to deal financially with a junior member on 
a good heifer or bull prospect. 


In the course of their individual programs 
they will also become acquainted with the 
proper way to name cattle and will be a 
little better prepared to cope with the 
mechanical situation as it now exists. Theirs 
will be the knowledge of the producing 
families with the breeding and individuality 
behind them and not the latest fad and 
fancy. 

During the years that they are serving 
their time in the minors they will also be 
developing a working respect for the com- 
mercial industry and the significance that 
it has on the purebred industry, Their ap- 
preciation for daily market quotations will 
develop and they will be able to compete 
with those having years of experience, At

Now in New Jersey most of the 4-H beef 
cattle program has been limited to the steer 
feeding program.

Keeping records on heat periods, ete., so 
that they could advise us about when the

Now the obvious things of course come 
first in the kind of a program you are go 
to have. We plan each year a program 
for that year in keeping with the manage 
ment problems which will be confronted dur 
ing the year and we line these up so that 
they will be coordinated with thi probable 
timing of such problems. 

We hold regular mee tings. These are con 
ducted by the officers of the club, At each 
meeting we discuss a particular subject of 

management after we have had a report on 

all the animals. We then try to relate the in 
struction to the individual animals. We 
usually show a movie or slide film to demon 
strate the subject. We try to have at least 
one demonstration in the spring and one 

demonstration in the fall hooked up with a 

hamburger roast. Here the boys and girls 

have an opportunity to learn the various 
ways of doing everything from mixing feed 
down to preparing the animal for the show 
ring 

Now in this program there was one point 
that I would like to point up for a minute, 
and that is the second year lull. The first 
year the boys and girls have open heifer 
shows they can go on and show. But the 
econd year they have cows with calves on 
them or just about to calve, and we believe 
it isn’t right to ship these heifers around 
and in that second year lull is the time when 
activity has got to be planned 

rhe way we did it last year, we had a 
how at each farm. We went and visited 
the farm. Tex Spitzer came in and did the 
judging in three various classifications and 
ve wound up a three day event. Two days 

siting the farms and one day a field day, 
vhere We had a general get-together at 
Downsbragh Farms and a hamburger roast 
ind awarded prizes. It was very succes

The first class was based on the excel 
lence of the heifer. The second class was 
based on good management practices and 
the condition of the heifer and the third 
class was based upon the member himself, 
his neatness, his ability to show a heifer, 
and his records and general knowledge.

Question—If a problem with heifer clubs 
is that the youngsters have a hard time get 
ting their heifers bred, why not let a breed 
er artificially inseminate heifers he sells 
youngsters as long as these youngsters own 
less than five head? 

Otto G. Nobis —I can see some objections 
to that. If the youngster only owned one 
head, he might have several head transfer 
red to him. Breeding cattle artificially has 
caused a great deal of trouble. It has caused 
disagreements and I would say this. If a 
breeder sold a youngster a heifer, | think he 
should do as Bill Brainard suggested thi 
morning. Kither breed the heifer on his 
farm or permit the use of one of his young 
bulls that he might be interested in testing 
I think the matter of shipping semen to a 
club boy with which to breed his heifer, 
would result in problems for the boy to find 
an inseminator. [ think Bill Brainard’s suv 
gestion would be more desirable in pe 
ting the boy’s heifer to be bred nz tur: 
than artificially. 

Question—A recent article in the Angus 
Journal said Vibriosis could be controlled by 
treating semen and holding it six hours. Is 
that correct? 

Dr. Cropsey—tThere are many things we 
don’t know about Vibriosis, but one thine is 
rather promising about the disease. Ar 
tificial insemination is very effective in eon 
trolling Vibriosis by adding Streptomyecin 
to the semen. It is done by putting strepto 
myecin in the semen and holding the semen 
six hours before using it to service the c 
Again that is confined to herds bred «1 
ficially 

Now there is some hope for herds breed 
ing naturally with a Vibriosis infected ball 
by having those animals infused just after 
breeding with a streptomyecin solution 
This has worked for some breeders, but un 
less your herdsman is capable to infusi 
these animals every time they come into 
season, it won’t work. 

The most satisfactory way of controlling 
Vibriosis is through artificial breeding with 
the addition of streptomyecin

Dr. Cropsey—I am not sure anyone knows 
the absolute answer in all cases, but early 
feeding of Sti!bestrol in calves before they 
reach puberity wouldn’t seem to hurt their 


reproductive organs, However, how much 


f the stilbestrol is retained in the tissue 
which will several months later have an 
effect on the reproductive organs when they 
do start functioning is not known. It may 


be safe . 


The benefits show up on stilbestrol feed- 


ing when the animals are 8, 9 and 10 months 
old and up into yearling class. I am won- 
dering with this question if the man really 
has a basis for feeding stilbestrol to calves 
that young

Dr. Cropsey—tIn answer to the first ques- 
tion, that is correct. If you don’t have six 
grade heifers, | would use him on at least 
four just as long as they are clean and 
healthy before I used him in my herd. I 
wouldn’t use that procedure for a bull that 
is guaranteed to be a virgin. Go through 
that procedure only when you buy a bull 
that has seen service in someone elses herd. 

Regarding the second question, | think 
this individual wants to know after the cow 
has a normal calf do you have to wait any 
length of time to breed her to a new bull? 
On basis of my experience you wouldn't 
have to. In the veterinary literature and in 
the other literature you do find sometimes 
there is a possibility of cows being ear- 
riers of some of these diseases after these 
cows have carried a full time calf. My 
answer to that is no. I have never seen a 
cow infect a bull after she has carried a 
full time calf. In other words, I don’t be- 
lieve a cow carries organisms after a full 
time normal pregnancy. 

In answer to question number three, do 
you recommend serving steamed bone meal 
straight or in mixture with stock lime and 
salt? If it isn’t too difficult | recommend 
giving animals their choice, | don’t recom- 
mend forcing minerals down animals. 

Question—In the farm press the state- 
ment was made—“In the warm sections and 
semi-tropical regions, beef cattle become 
smaller with each generation.” Is there a 
basis for this? 

Dr, Keesee—My experience is confined to 
South Texas and along the coast, but I am 
of the opinion this condition is more nutri- 
tional than it is the result of a heat and 
climatic condition.

Breeders list 
two systems under the first Classification, (a) inbreeding and (b)

mating; and two under the third classification, (a) outbreeding and

breeding. The five Systems may be generally defined as 
follow 


l Inbreeding—This jis the mating of animals that are more 
closely related than the average of the breed. It includes 
(a) brother-siste; matings, (b) sire-daughte) matings, (c) 
on-dam matings and othe rs. In inbreeding, “as We common 

ly use the term, the “blood” of a group of animals is con 

centrated. No special effort is made to concentrate the 

“blood” of one particular animal. 


Linebreeding—This is the mating of animals so that thei: 
descendants will be kept closely related to some one animal. 
If a sire is linebred, the queston, “Linebred to what an 
imal?”, can always be answered. Linebreeding is a form of 
inbreeding since, to practice it, the mates must be mors 
closely related than would occu; by chance, Linebreeding, 
however, is usually less extreme than inbreeding since breed 
ers usually plan their matings so that inbreeding is kept as 
low as possible while relationship is kept as high as possi 
ble to the desired animal. 


Random mating—This is mating animals with no regard to 
“blood” relationship. It is seldom practiced other than in 
nature as most breeders wish to give Some attention to 


pedigrees or “blood” relationships. 


Outbreeding—This is mating of animals within a popula 
tion (usually a breed) that are less related than the ave; 
age of the breed. There ar many commercial and purebred 
breeders of beef cattle who take pains to see that new sires

So what now after heavy fat steers are at 
a two-year low and probably at bottom fo 
the year. Nothing enlivens a diaggy steer 
trade so much as a 10 to 20 per cent drop 
in the percentage of cattle sealing 1200 Ib. 
upward. And while this may not happen in 
August, it could come in September, making 
the fall and winter steer trade measurably 
better, pork inroads notwithstanding. May 
be many believe this in view of continued 
nibbling for heavy feeders at $21.00 down, 
while thin light stockers work lower—but 
on a narrow trade, July seeing fewer cattle 
go back than a year earlier. This was due to 
the fat cattle price mixup and the fact that 
as yet winter finishers and western growers 
do not see pocket book-to-pocket book as to 
what replacement cattle are going to bring 
this fall. 

Sut chances are, low and losing fat cattle 
prices in late June, July and early August 
to the contrary, that stocker and feeder cat 
tle prices this year won't be far different 
from last year, Steer calves on the range 
stand to return growers at least $22.00, 
yearlings $20.00 and heavies in line—maybe 
out of line if currently depressed 1,250 to 
1,450 fat steers stage a spurt. Many name 
brand western calves have been sold, but 
otherwise future contracting has been nar 
row. Many cattle will stay right in the 
Southwest where repeated rains have 
changed the local picture whether the win 
ter hog market stabilizes between $15.00- 
$16.00, or as some predict, falls well below 
$15.00. The Southwest wants cattle.

The true stockman of today has aspired 
to a level respected by people in all walks 
of life. He is a kind, big hearted, generous 
man who is blessed with the inborn rever 
ence for the responsibilities which he has 
constantly before him. Responsibilities of 
selecting the right breeding stock, managing 
of the grazing and feeding problems, caring 
for the animals’ misfortunes and illnesses. 
All these responsibilities and others are a 
challenge to the true stockman. He per 
forms these duties realizing the challenge 
which each duty places before him and at 
the same time the well being of his live- 
stock is exceeded only by his devotion to 
God and his family. He observes the inter 
est the animal has in the feed which is fed. 
He observes the development of his live 
stock, condition of the hair coat, content 
ment of the animals. He keeps almost a 
constant vigilance for the disease which 
might at any time invade the well-being of 
his livestock, He realizes that good nutri 
tion gives his livestock more resistance to 
the invasion of these costly diseases. Many 
times the invasion of these costly diseases 
means a change in the feed formulation. 
Our major attacks on these invaders are 
these: 1, Destroy or remove the cause of the 
trouble whether nutritional or a specific 
organism producing a disease. 2, Avoid the 


cause, 3. Protect the animal from the cause 


There are feed manufacturers today who 
are taking a genuine interest in “Nutritional 
Therapy” (treating disease through nutri 
tion) and many of them can help the live 
stock producer in treating or preventing 
these costly losses. These competent feed 
manufacturers can formulate special formu 
las which will aid in the treating of live 
stock diseases (Scouring, digestive disor 
ders, deficiency diseases, and general un 
thriftiness). The feed manufacturers in 
most cases want you to obtain your veterin 
arian's correct diagnosis of your sick or un 
thrifty animals so that he can formulate 
feeds which will be of greater benefit to 
your animals. 

It has long been suspected that several 
disorders were due to some fault with the 
diet. Investigators of nutrition within a 
comparatively few years have demonstrated 
scientifically that feeds can be formulated 
for sick and unthrifty animals which will 
give much greater results. 

Many diseases affect the digestive system 
of the animal and therefore interfere with 
the absorption of nutrients or the amount 
of nutrients taken into the body. The feed 
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Treating Livestock Diseases Through Nutrition 


eaten by the animal may pass through the 
digestive track so rapidly that there is little 
time for the nutrients in the feed to be ab- 
sorbed as they pass through the intestinal 
track to give the animal the needed nutri- 
ents. This may be caused by parasites or 
producing organisms interfering 
with digestion. A feed which might normal 
ly furnish sufficient nutrients under aver- 
age to good conditions might produce ani- 
mals showing nutritional deficiency symp- 
toms where the disease producing organisms 
or parasites were present at rather high 
levels. There is sufficient evidence to indi- 
cate that high levels of antibiotics can pre- 
vent or aid in treating many animals which 
are raised on farms known to have a high 
disease level. There is the belief that where 
high disease levels are known to exist on a 
farm, a high level antibiotic feed in swine 


disease 


rations may reduce or have a sparing action 
on protein and vitamins because disease pro- 
ducing organisms do not have as much op- 
portunity to interfere with digestion of nu- 
trients vital to the health of the animal. 
Formulas can be formulated to supply the 
animal with adequate amounts of certain 
nutrients even though the animal is not eat- 
ing normally. Many times the appetite is 
also improved almost immediately. Farm 
animals which are sick or unthrifty can not 
gain or produce well if not properly treated 
by your veterinarian, given feed which will 


aid in that treatment and given proper care 
by the stockman in charge. Each must do 
his part. The veterinarian, feed manufac- 
turer, and you the stockman must all co- 
operate in order to avoid one of the great- 
est losses to the stockman today, that of 
disease, and unthriftiness of animals due to 
disease. 

Many times grains and roughages which 
have been stored for too long a period, sub- 
jected at some time to high temperatures 
(Heating due to storing hay not properly 
cured), or roughages which have been rain- 
ed on excessively will have lost a high per- 
centage of their vitamins. Grains and 
roughages produced in some years are low- 
er in vitamins than during other years be- 
cause of weather variations. Your feed 
dealer or veterinarian can help you obtain 
a laboratory test which will give you the 
levels of certain vitamins and other nutri- 
ents in your roughages, grains and supple- 
ments. Additional amounts of certain vita- 
mins or nutrients might be justified if any 
deficiencies were expected to become a prob- 
lem. Some of these deficiencies can bring 
about lameness, blindness, digestive disor- 
ders, loss of appetite and general unthrifti- 
ness. In order to combine various feeds 
into rations that meet the requirements of 
livestock, the feed manufacturer must have 


a definite knowledge concerning their

The breeder of registered cattle is the 
in who should set the modern style of to 
day and the forerunner of the future. He is 


producing the bulls who produce the steers. 


His aim and his reason for being a breeder 
of registered animals is to create bulls for 
the commercial steer man. Bulls that will 
transmit the desired characteristics and 


beef producing capabilities to his herd. He 
also sells to other registered breeders who 
purchase his animals if they think the re 
sultant cross will make an improvement. 
By and large the sum of the thoughts of all 
registered breeders should set the current 
style. 

rhe packer buyer also enters the picture, 
as the sum of his decisions fear or pay 
ments in the cattle pens, equals the most de 
sirable economic beef animal. The register 
ed breeder should also keep the packer’s 
vants, which are dictated by demand, fore 
most in his mind’s eye. The resultant ani 
mal is the most efficient producer of beef 
presently available. If the industry has not 
come to a standstill, and it has not, then the 
farseeing and ambitious breeder of register 
ed cattle should be planning ways and 
means, experiments and tests to improve on 
today’s best animal, by current standards, 
because tomorrow is nearly here. 

How does the registered breeder go about 
selecting his breeding stock? What are his 
reasons fon choosing one animal over an 
other one? Let us examine the Selection 
methods of the average breeder today. Let 
us see if he is fulfilling his destiny and 
shouldering his proportionate share of re 
sponsibility for the future of the beef mar 
ket, by critically analyzing his selection 
methods 

There are four principal methods of se- 
lecting breeding animals in use. They are: 

1. Selection based on type. This method 
of Type or Individuality selection is perhaps 
the most common because it is based on the 
fact that “like begets like more often than 
not”. The breeder can therefore set up his 
»wn ideal of beef animal, or one that he has 
been taught is the best and can make his 
own selections to meet this ideal of his as 
closely as possible, All animals will trans 
mit both desirable and undesirable charac- 
teristics to their offspring. By keeping 
most of the desired ones and by discarding 
the undesirable ones, a breeder gradually 
can develop a herd most of whose visible 
characteristics are desired. This method 
mplies the practice of culling, undesirables 
as well as breeding for desirables, It is the 
oldest and most used method of selection. 

2. Selection Based on Pedigree. This 
means selecting an animal on account of its 
pedigree. The animal has had one or more 
ancestors who have either possessed or been 
shown to be breeders of some desired char 
acteristic. In making his choice for reasons 
of pedigree the breeder is simply betting his 
money that the ancestor possessing such a 


characteristic will pass it on through his

Over the years have our breeders fallen 
into bad habits and have they been guilty of 
sins of commission or of omission or both? 
They probably have, but not of their own 
volition. It is rather because of conditions 
that have arisen through no ones fault such 
as retention of customs that have outlived 
their usefulness—losing sight of the real 
objective—being swayed by unreal or incon 
sequential events—changes in economic con 
ditions, and to a small degree by unfaithful 
ness.

It 
is that animal which most closely conforms 
to that judge’s idea of a perfect animal in 
relation to its type, conformation and fit, 
as he sees it standing before him. It will 
be granted that the judge and all his com 
patriots through their experience are bet 
ter qualified to perform this function than 
anyone else. Yet they cannot tell anything 
about the ability of the champion they se 
lect to reproduce himself or to produce beef, 
The animals being judged are young and 
mostly have no breeding records them 
selves. Therefore being a show champion 
means no more than that he is a young ani 
mal whom the experts say, looks as if he 
has the best chance of being a beef pro 
ducer. There are many “ifs” in the ple 
ture. Has any attention been paid to bee! 
production records of this animal’s sire o1 
dam or strain? Has anyone ever heard of 
a Grand Champion bull of any breed hav 
ing been the grandsire of a pen of prize 
winning fat cattle or carca nners? Then 
what bearing do champions or show winners 
have on beef production, when one is judged 
without regard to the others? Shouldn't 
the ability to sire high dressing beef steers 
be of more importance than show winnings? 
2. Fitting Show Cattle. The practice of 
fitting show cattle to the extent necessary 
today, is both harmful and uneconomical 
The saying that “Fat is the best color” 
unfortunately eminently true under present 
standards. The fat on an animal covers a 
multitude of blemishes. This practice has 
grown and has been abetted by the excuse 
that a judge must see if an animal is ca 
pable of becoming fat, in order to judge it 
(regardle as «of «the time required or the 
quantity of feed consumed.) Leading up to 
the forme) the now avoidable necessity 
of milk fattening calves by means of nurse 
cows, usually of dairy breeding, in order to 


make them carry as mue flesh as possible

provement, except to retard it.

In summary the five categories mentioned 
immediately above have no use whatsoever 
in assisting the breeder to more surely se- 
lect his breeding stock or for beef animal 
improvement. They are practices that have 
become ingrained and are condoned by the 
industry. There ig a great need for corre- 
lating our selection methods more directly 
to beef production and eliminating useless 
and harmful ones. It will mean becoming 
more realistic and the introduction and use 
of some new concepts in beef animal grad- 
ing. 

In using the first three methods of Selec- 
tion previously discussed we are not able to 
know what results are being achieved until 
the offspring is slaughtered. Our thinking 
about the eventual product, the improved 
carcass, is secondary in purebred breeders 
minds all along the line. It would therefore 
seem that in using these methods, or rather 
in giving them too much emphasis, that we 
are putting the cart before the horse. What 
we Should do is to breed for a carcass in 
stead of an animal, A carcass can be 
measured and weighed and tasted 
mal ideal can not, 


an ani- 


In order to make a start in developing a 
program for this purpose, let us postulate 
that two of the most wanted characteristics 
in beef animal improvement are (1) a faster 
rate of gain, and (2) a higher dressing per- 
centage. There are others, but let us talk 
about these two as if they were all of them. 

To achieve them it would seem perfectly 
ind simply obvious that these most urgently 
wanted characteristics must be given prior 
ity on our breeding programs and we should 
breed 
everything else, At the same time elimi 
nate the bad and unrelated practices that 


directly for  them—disregarding 


were discussed in the last chapter which 
hinder beef improvement or have no bear 
ing upon it, 


Therefore in searching for a solution let 
us for the time being leave the registered 
breeder and turn directly to the actual beef 
producer, the commercial breeder. The 
commercial man in many ways can offer a 

sunder scientific approach to a_ breeding 
experiment than can the average registered 
breeder. It is quite probable that many 
commercial breeders have bred more uni- 
formity into their herds than have many 
registered breeders. It is a prime requisite 
for a producer of fine feeder cattle to have 


them uniform——as alike as peas in a pod. 

He will receive a higher price for them if 

they are uniform because the feeder him- 

self reasons that they will feed out more 
alike if they are alike to begin with and he 
in turn will get a higher price for them 
from the packer because more of them will 
grade choice. With the registered breeder 
he is under no such pressure, he will in all 
probability not sell more than a carload of 
bulls to any one person and these will be 
especially matched for showing purposes. 

Otherwise he will sell only one or two ani- 

mals to a customer and nearly no two cus- 

tomers have the same likes and ideas. There- 

fore lack of necessity has caused many a 

registered breeder to overlook one of the 

greatest of all requisites for all breeders, 
namely, uniformity. 
What we will attempt to do is to set up 

a practical breeding experiment, the net re- 

sults of which will increase the AVERAGE 

dressing percentage and the AVERAGE 
rate of gain in beef cattle, and do it in the 
shortest possible time. Everyone knows 
that an average 18s more accurate when com- 
puted from a large number of samples. 

Therefore the broader base we can start 

with, or the more units, the more accurate 

the average will be. Similarly the more 
alike the units are to start with, the better 
results may be expected. That would be 

one of the main reasons to start with a 

commercial herd of uniform producing cows, 

who have been developed, selected, and cull- 
ed for many years, and who are already 
producing fancy uniform feeder cattle in 
quantity, by the present selection methods. 

Several different methods of procedure 
could be mentioned from the initial group 
of Uniform cows. The best method would 
be to breed the cows to one bull, by means 
of artificial insemination.) The calves 
from this mating will not only be more uni 
form in conformation, but they will also be 
more uniform genetically for the reason 
that they are all half sisters. Their calves 
in turn being similarly uniform will give 
consecutively more accurate data as the 
plan progresses generation upon generation. 

The problem of selecting a bull to start with 

and bulls to follow along with can only be 

met by using present methods, A bull, for 
instance, of known breeding ability—one 
who has been himself merit tested—with 
sons of his to follow. This point would be 
argued differently by 20 different breeders. 

The main object though is to get the experi- 

ment under way because it will be a good 

many generations later before definite re 
sults can be obtained. 

Foot Note; (0) This is the plan that was be- 
ing followed by the author. Over 300 
head of half sisters had been produced 
and the main experiment was ready to 
start, when inability to proceed through 


illness brought it to a close. 


The artificial breeding method will be 
criticized by most breeders as being im- 


practical and uneconomical. Because it 


8S 


true that using this method on large groups 
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that smaller calf crops than normal may 
be expected and a sizeable percentage of 
cows will have to be bred by pickup bulls 
anyway. It is also true that the cost of an 
artificial breeding program is high, unless 
the numbers so bred is great enough. The 
physical layout for ease in handling for 


large numbers is also an expensive problem 


Therefore unless the breeder in an exper! 


mental institution or an altruist it may be 
best to avoid the artificial method in spite 


of its inherent advantages and use instead 
groups of closely related and tested bulls 
and their sons. 


The main experiment is now ready to 


proceed and the half sisters are ready to 


produce calves, bred either artificially or 


actually in small groups to experimental 
bulls. 


Each brood cow in the experimental group 


must be branded with an identifying num 


ber. A simple method is to assign a serial 


number which is followed by a year num 
ber. For example: 1, 2, 3, 4, followed by 
the number 4 for 1954, or 5 for 1955. Thus 
14, 24, 34, or 15, 25, 35 would be the se- 


quence for those two years. The same sys 


tem to be followed each year as replace- 
ment heifers are added to the herd. The 


steer calves must also be identified and 


could be either branded in similar fashion 
or be tattooed or neck chained, for it. is 
essential that the dam of every calf be 
identifiable. 

At weaning time the steer calves will be 
shipped to a feeder who is going to co- 
operate in the finishing phases of the work. 
He will weigh each calf upon arrival and 
take additional weights of each animal once 
a month. At the end of the feeding period 
there will be a complete record of the rate 


of gain of each animal, Feed consumption 
averages should also be kept during differ 
ent phases of the feeding period 

After the cattle are sold to the packers 
it will be necessary to follow them through 


the slaughtering rooms and put an identify 


ing tag on each carcass, numbered the same 


as the live animal so that the dressing pe) 


centage of each individual animal can be 


recorded. There are now available com 


plete dressing percentages and rates of gain 


for the steer calves, as well as a record of 


amount of feed consumed. 


The heifers, in the meantime, will be re 


tained for the breeding herd. They cannot 


be checked for dressing percentage, but 


they can be winter fed on a definite hay and 


grain or cake growing ration from which 


their rate of winter gain or growth can be 


recorded. The faster gaining heifers should 


be tentatively retained for re placements, 


Now comes the crux of the whole plan 


The COW herd will be culled simply and 


solely on the record of its calves in regard 


to dressing percentage and rate of gain. (It 


. is obvious that some cows will have heifer 


calves for several years in a row and the 


breeder will not have the con plete records 
of these cow’s calves until she produces one 
or more steer calves.

NORTH CENTRAL MISSOURI 

A great set of cattle were presented for 
of North Central Missouri 
breeders at their annual field day Sunday, 
July 24. Field day site was Ralph L. Smith 
Farms, just north of Chillicothe. And al- 
though it was one of the hottest days of the 
summer there was a nice breeze blowing 


the scrutiny 


across Manager George Cooper’s front lawn. 
The result was that most of the field day 
program was held in the shade and the show 
cattle brought to the house, instead of the 
guests going to the barn. However, with so 
many good cattle around a good share of the 
crowd did venture out of the shade at vari- 
ous times during the day to see some of the 
brood cow herd and replacement heifers in 
paddocks near the buildings. 

One sight that no visitor to “RLS” will 
forget was the calf crop in the barn south 
of the house. Bulls and heifer calves alike 
bore the mark of quality. As we recall it 
George said that with the exception of one 
or two calves all were sons and daughters 
of Black Peer 79th of Angus Valley. It has 
been said that the “79th” probably sired 
fewer mediocre calves than any bull in re- 


cent Angus history. 


In the show barn were the cattle being 
groomed for the 1955 campaign and again 
it was a predominance of the sons and 
daughters of “79th” that will make the 
Ralph Smith herd a tough contender in the 
months ahead, The cattle have natural meat- 
iness, type and style and Herdsman Efton 
tradley has them ready to go. 


The cattle that were paraded on the lawn 
came from the show string and these, of 
course, were “79th” cattle. From two-year 
olds to junior calves they were hard to fault. 
Some interesting discussions were worked 
up on the top individual of the various age 
groups. In trying to justify a pick it was 
necessary to go into some very fine points 
indeed, so uniformly good were the cattle 


under discussion. 


It was not all a display of great females, 
by any means. Two great young bulls were 
brought out—the “Luxury” bull by Black 
Peer 79th of Angus Valley, Prince Peer 15th 
RLS. The other the “Jestress” bull, also by 
“79th” and out of the grand champion cow 
of the 1953 International. The former bull, 
it will be remembered, cut quite a swath in 
the 1955 winter show circuit, being junior 
and grand champion at Ft. Worth. And with 
more maturity he is even more impressive, 
The Jestress bull, and his mother, Shadow 
Isle Black Jestress 2d, made a most inter- 
esting study. She is just a three year old, 
and is carrying her second calf. It will be 
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remembered that this daughter of Prince 
Eric of Sunbeam won the International 
grand championship, and junior purple, as 
a senior heifer calf. She has the type and 
quality associated with the dams of out 
standing herd sires and in her first calf is 
the greatest herd sire prospect ever dropped 
at RLS. 

Following the ample picnic dinner on the 
lawn—during which a new per capita record 


for iced tea consumption was set—the for 


mal program was opened by Secretary Lewis 
Anderson of Chillicothe. Justin Doak, secre- 
tary-fieldman of the Missouri state associa- 
tion discussed plans for the second annual 


state bull sale to be held early in 1956. 


Dr. W. H. Wohler, resident veterinarian 
at Ralph L. Smith Farms discussed artificial 
insemination. The practice, he said, was not 
new but was used by the Arabs in horse 
breeding more than 2,000 years ago, He 
pointed out that a weekly collection from a 
mature bull could produce 10,000 calves a 
year. By the same token the wide spread use 
of artificial insemination can cut down the 
demand for bulls, he pointed out. Another 
disadvantage for many herds, especially 
smaller ones, is that it takes additional time 
and equipment. “The biggest cost lies in the 
constant check of pastures.”” On the favor- 
able side is that it prevents the spread of 


disease, notably trichomaniasis. 


Another speaker was Frank Miller, coun- 
ty extension director of Livingston county, 
Missouri. His talk was on the “family sized” 
farm of 160 to 300 acres. He quoted cost 
figures to show that in machinery invest 
ment and best use of labor farms of this 


category are the most economical to operate 


Following the talks and the cattle parade 
on the lawn visitors took the opportunity to 
£0 through the replacement heifers, and 
some of the brood cow herd, with Manager 
George Cooper. Both the older cows, and 
their produce, confirmed the fact that the 
Ralph L. Smith breeding establishment is 


one of the tops in the nation. 


AUSTRALIA WILL TAKE 
VACCINATED HEIFERS 

The exporting firm of Harding & Hard- 
ing, Geneva, Illinois, announces that they 
have just received official word that Aus 
tralia will accept female cattle in lieu of a 
negative brucellosis test certificate support 
ed only by official certificates of vaccina 
tion on heifers vaccinated between four and 
eight months of age with strain 19 if such 
vaccination Was completed during thirty-six 
months immediately prior to shipment to 
Australia. 

This can be regarded as a forward step 
by a progressive country that recognizes 
the best known control device for brucello- 
sis. It should also allow wider selection of 
heifers from America’s leading herds as 
practically all producers follow the practice 
of official calfhood vaccination.

We are showing below the pedigree of Eileenmere 1255, a bull we purchased from Tolan Farms in 1954, This bull 
was never fitted and when he arrived here he was a little on the thin side and as a matter of fact he still is. He has a 
very loose pliable hide, his legs and feet are exceptionally good, he is deep in the quarter—carrying down almost to his 


hocks in spite of not carrying much flesh. 


This bull, as you can see from the pedigree, is very closely bred. When you get this much inbreeding in an an 
imal, it usually will reduce the size of the animal a little and also make him a little thinner, but when you mate him to 
cattle that are unrelated the size will snap back. That is the way it has worked out with this bull. 


We have mated this bull to cows that are intensely EKileenmere bred, and also cows that are not related to him at 
all. He has produced, in my opinion, some mighty fine offspring from both the Eileenmere cows and the unrelated 
cows. Perhaps I am barn-blind, but I believe many of these calves look to be mighty good. I think that if you want to 
purchase a young bull that will produce uniform and desirable offspring for you, you would find one of the sons of 
this bull would be just what you might have been looking for. We'll have some of them for sale by next spring. The 
very first of his calves arrived in March 1955.

NEED NITROGEN TO 
DECOMPOSE STRAW 

Wheat, barley, and oat straw turned un 
der with adequate nitrogen this summer and 
fall will be a valuable addition to the or- 
ganic matter supply on many farms. 

Unless adequate nitrogen is applied as 
the straw is plowed down, slow and stunted 
growth may be encountered with the crops 
that follow warn extension soils specialists 
at the University of Missouri, Under most 
conditions, 30 pounds of actual nitrogen is 
needed per ton of dry straw and similar 
crop residues to insure decomposing miero 
organisms With an adequate supply without 
using soil nitrogen. 

In many cases, it is likely that two tons 
or more of straw per acre will be plowed 
down, thus requiring use of around 60 
pounds or more of actual nitrogen an acre 
to get a satisfactory job. 

Slightly less nitrogen may be needed fo1 
decomposition in those cases where the crop 
was heavily treated with nitrogen. Decom 
posing microorganisms have the ability to 
use either the present available soil nitrogen 
or synthetic nitrogen.

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Bulls Are The Most Important Link in 
Beef Cattle Improvement! 


One reason being that the bull is capable of producing much, much more progeny than 
the individual female. A good bull can raise the level of quality in the whole herd and by 
the same token the wrong kind of a bull can have the opposite effect. 


In acquiring a bull, how is one going to determine which is the one that will have an 
influence for good on the herd? There are several well known guide posts. Let us name 
the most important one. The right kind of a herd bull is most likely to have been pro- 
duced in a herd which has been carefully and constructively bred, the products of which 
have, down through the years, been uniformly good. Such a bull is most likely to carry a 
concentration of heritable good genes which he will pass on to his progeny; genes which 


produce size, vigor and a good bone structure without coarseness or too long legs; genes 
which produce thickness over the back and in the hindquarters; genes which produce 
smooth fleshed animals with good feeding qualities; genes which produce a quiet disposi 
tion which indicates a good doer. To sum up, genes which produce all the most desirable 
qualities of the commercial beef animal including vigor, size, virility, longevity and sound- 
ness. Just the opposite to the fine boned pony type animal which has been thoroughly dis 
credited by commercial producers. Fads and fancies certainly have no influence on the 


breeding power of a bull nor does the price at which the animal sells give such assurance 


unless his ability as a sire has been proved. 


There are two kinds of beef cattle breeders, the one who concentrates on improving 
the conformation of his animals and the one who is influenced by fads and fancies as they 


come and go. History has proved that the substantial, constructive breeder has, in the 
long run, exerted the most influence for good on the breed with which he is associated.
